In this case the wooing of the Prince and Princess, happy in 
its essentials, was chastened by long waiting and their hopes were 
disciplined by disappointment. It was their lot to have their 


marriage more than once postponed from causes which were 
sorrowful and sad in the highest degree ; and when the moment 
for the celebration of the marriage ceremony arrived grief had 
not melted into the abyss of time, and the chartered gaiety of 
nuptials was a thing that could not be expected to exist. It 
has been said that sorrow binds hearts together more surely 
than joy, and, if so, the start in married life of Princess Alice 
was marked by more than sufficient gravity, and illustrated by 
more than ordinary solemnity and depth of feeling. When 
the intelligence was made public that a union which had been 
delayed because Death had bid Marriage to wait was about 
at last to take place, it was not forgotten that, in the moment 
of deep affliction which fell upon the Royal household, Princess 
Alice moved like a ministering angel amidst the scene of sorrow 
and desolation ; that it was she who watched by her father’s 
dying bed, who alone thought of summoning her elder brother 
thither, who sustained and spoke comfort to her mother, and who 
did not hesitate to put aside her own interests and feelings for 
the sake of the other mourners under a grief in which her own 
share might have seemed to be sufficient for her own en- 
durance. It is thus that we know this Princess; and it is 
with more than ordinary fervency that we wish her that 
chastened and subdued happiness in her new sphere of married 
life which alone she can enjoy until Time, the healer, has 
caused the keen grief of a daughter who has lost, at an early 
age, a father whom she could not but honour as much as she 
loved, to subside into a cherished memory. 

And what of the Prince to whom England has committed so 
sacred a trust as the welfare and happiness of one of her 
daughters whom she loves well? At best we know that 
Prince Louis of Hesse was the deliberate choice of the Prince 
Consort ; and on his judgment in the selection of a husband 
fer his child, as in most other things, this country reposes 
the utmost confidence, We therefore accept personally 
the stranger amongst us, readily and cheerfully, upon the 
faith of him who chose and approved of him as one 
who was to have held the nearest and most delicate relations 
towards him, A word or two with regard to his antecedents 
and position may not be out of place in anumber of our Journal 
in which a large space is occupied by illustrations connected 
with the marriage of Princess Alice, There are so many 
German principalities which bear the name of Hesse that it is 
not easy at once to fix the family to which the Princes of 
that name belong. There is Hesse-Cassel, which is the 
Electorate; and Hesse- Darmstadt; and Hesse - Homburg, 
which are distinguished in common parlance by the 
addition of the chief town of each; but the titles of the 
respective Princes do> not strictly bear these additions, 
Hesse-Darmstadt, to Which the husband of our Princess 
belongs, is a Grand Duchy. The house of Hesse-Cassel 
is connected with the Royal families of Prussia and Denmark 
and with the Royal family of England in the person of the 
Duchess of Cambridge, and one of the Landgraves of Hesse- 
Homburg married Elizabeth, eldest daughter of George III. 
Prince Frederick William Louis, whom we may call our Prince 
ef Hesse, is the eldest son of Prince Charles William Louis, 
brother of the Grand Duke Louis III.; and, as that Sovereign 
has no children, his Royal Highness (as he has just been created 
by our Queen) stands in direct succession to the Grand Duchy. 
The Grand Duke, although standing only ninth in the list of 
Princes represented in the German Diet, is a Sovereign of some 
consequence. The population of his State is considerable, being 
about half that of Hanover or Norway, or Wurtemberg, and about 
six times that of the Duchy of Saxe-Coburg. They are divided 
into three departments, each containing nearly 300,000 persons, 
the total population being just over 850,000. Many thriving and 
pleasant towns are comprised in the Grand Duchy, In the first 
place there is Darmstadt, the capital; then there is Giessen, 
known as the resort of men famous for chemical science ; Birgen, 
charmingly situated on the Rhine ; Offenbach, on the Maine, near 
Frankfort ; Worms, one of the most ancient of European cities, 
and the name of which is inseparably connected with the history 
of the Reformation ; and Mayence, the point at which the prin- 
cipal fortress of the German Confederation is placed, In most 
respects it is a goodly land to which our Princess is to be trans- 
planted, but, as is believed, not wholly, It is pleasing to the 
people of England to know that the Princess of Hesse will ere 
long return and remain amongst them ; and we doubt not that 
when the time arrives at which she will emerge from the neces- 
sary seclusion that at present enshrouds our Royal family, and, 
accompanied by her husband, appear in the familiar haunts of 
this great city, they will be welcomed not the less warmly 
because, in the one case, no positive alienation from her own 
country will have taken place, and, on the other, because a 
foreign Prince whom we are prepared to respect has accepted a 
practical naturalisation amongst us. 

This second marriage in our Royal family cannot but suggest 
a comparison, so far as it goes, with the course of matrimonial 
events in the case of the children of the last Sovereign who were 
married and given in marriage. It is not necessary to do more 
than to hint that the marriages of the children of George III, 
were in most instances unfortunate. The restrictions imposed 
by a Royal marriage law which a supposed necessity of exclu- 
siveness had created in a previous reign, not being tempered 
with judgment and regulated feeling, caused the matrimonial 
arrangements of the generation of Princes .and Princesses 

which has only just passed away to work uneasily and unsatis- 
factorily, and one has often heard tales of suffering and dis- 
appointment, and even of despair, which a factitious state of 
things entailed on persons who, if they were of Royal 
blood, were still buman; beings, endowed with all the 














feelings and passions of the race of man. Now, it is 
to be hoped that in the marriages of the children of 
Queen Victoria we shall see the Royal Marriage Act a 
dead letter in every sense of the term. As yet all 
has gone well, because a wisdom and a judgment which 
are unhappily lost to the others was exercised in the two 
instances which have occurred. It is probable, indeed inevitable, 
that the next Royal marriage in England will be that of the 
Heir to the Throne of thisrealm, It is believed that, as regards 
his future bride, the far-seeing eye of his father had made its 
choice. If so, there is little to be feared for the result ; for no 
doubt the same course will be pursued in his case as in that of 
his sisters, and due care will be taken that inclination and 
affection are consulted before all other considerations, The Prince 
of Wales is happy in having received an education, and, to use 
a homely but expressive phrase, a bringing up which has not 
fallen to the lot of any proximate Sovereign of England, The 
special adaptation of his training to the spirit of the age in 
which he lives is obvious. By one of the sad accidents of 
human existence he has been early called to turn his mind to 
the serious business of life, and he has already learnt as much 
of his duties as he knows of his rights. Ere long it will 
probably be necessary for him to exercise one of these duties— 
that of setting an example of household and married life to the 
country in which he holds so conspicuous a place, and, if there 
be any faith to be placed in the principles and practice of the 
culture and training which he has received, he will certainly 
not be found wanting in this respect.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 

“THE Crown lessees of the land on the banks of the Thames lying 
between Whitehail-stairs and Westminster-bridge have been mie 
the subject of very excellent abuse; but it is probable that, in the 
eyes of the House of Commons, their greatest offence is in having 
brought the metropolitan members in a flood upon that assembly. 
Habit and long use always produce insensibility in the earto unplea- 
sant sounds, and the man who slept so soundly under the positively 
lulling influence of Great Tom of Oxford that he was obliged to be 
roused by main force when that bell was ringing, is a type of many per- 
sons who are accustomed to hear the ing members for Westminster, 
the Tower Hamlets, Finsbury, and so on. their case it may truly be 
said that familiarity breeds contempt; and those who are every day 
hearing their voices go on, never minding, in a very satisfactory manner. 
The late discussion on the Thames embankment has been made a 
decided party question, though not in the ordinary sense of that term, 
for there is dire confusion and intermixture of men of different poli- 
tical persuasions ; Lord John Manners leading the Radicals into one 
lobby and Mr. Horsman leading the Conservatives into another, and 
taunt, and repartee, and strong lan of all sorts pass between 

tlemen sitting on proximate benches, while phrases expressive of 
intimate alliance dart across from one side of the House to the other 
with curious infelicity. But still the main feature has been the high 
tide of metropolitan memberdom, which has threatened to swamp all 
common sense and all human endurance. Before all things, justice ; and 
therefore let it be said that in these unpleasant debates one metropolitan 
member has stood out in good relief.

The hon. ber then i to resist the yote of the Govern- 
ment, and gaid they only contemplated an excessive and unnecessary expen- 
diture,
